Vj/fELCOME  assurance  from  Health 
^ Minister  Martin  that  vaccine  used 
In  Canadian-wide  public  anti-polio  vacci- 
nations came  from  tested  Canadian 
sources  insofar  as  the  government  js 
aware  has  helped  to  stem  natural  alarm 
which  arose  this  week  in  view  of  the  un- 
fortunate first  chock  across  the  border  to 
the  preventive  campaign.  On  the  basis  of 
the  present  reports,  while  vaccine  from 
one  American  laboratory  has  been  held 
up  pending  specific  checking  into  positive 
polio  infection  found  in  11  out  of  thou- 
sands of  vaccinations,  there  is  little  yet 
to  suggest  that  the  vaccine  itself  had  any- 
thing to  do  with  the  matter.  Infection 
could  have  taken  place  before. 

However,  it  will  be  a comfort  to  Cana- 
dian parents  to  know  that  the  Canadian 
supplies  of  the  vaccine  are  outside  of  the 
scope  of  the  present  inquiry.  The  Amer- 
ican health  authorities  are  to  be  com- 
mended on  the  steady  manner  in  which 
they  have  met  this  unfortunate  check  to 
the  hopes  discovery  of  the  Salk  vaccine 
have  built  up.  There  has  been  no  panic 
and  no  disposition  to  jump  at  conclusions. 
Instead,  a quiet  and  orderly  sifting  of  the 
facts  by  responsible  authorities  is  under 
way  to  arrive  at  the  reason  for  the  re- 
versal in  a few  instances  of  the  protection 
against  polio  that  had  lieen  anticipat'd 

It  is  perhaps  as  well  that  such  a test 
should  have  come  now,  early  in  the  pre- 
ventive campaign,  as  it  will  lead  to  a 
double  checking  of  all  of  the  facts  and  in- 


sure every  possible  precaution  in  the 
handling  of  the  new  specific.  That  will 
not  mitigate  the  misfortune  of  these  11 
children  freshly  stricken  with  the  disease; 
but  in  the  long  run  it  will  inevitably  insure 
a more  thorough  job  in  the  task  of  pre- 
vention itself. 

The  official  Canadian  view  that  the 
anti-polio  vaccinations  should  continue 
without  undue  delay  in  the  face  of  the 
coming  hot-weather  months,  is  no  doubt 
backed  by  careful  scrutiny  of  the  fads 
available  at  the  moment.  That,  too.  will 
probably  lx*  the  view  of  the  general  pub- 
lic. conditioned  only  by  the  assurance 
which  Hon.  Paul  Martin  has  given  to  the 
nation.  He  said  that  the  bulk  of  all  Salk 
vaccine  made  available  for  us**  in  C.Aiiada 
so  far  has  been  prepared  at  Canada’s  own 
Connaught  Laboratories  and  at  the  Insti- 
tute of  Microbiology  at  Montreal.  Tins 
may  not  cover  the  possible  u*e  of  other 
vaccines  brought  into  the  country  in  the 
last  few  weeks,  imt  it  does  furnish  a ciear- 
cut  answer  with  regard  to  the  main  pub- 
lic effort  to  vaccinate  some  700.000  Cana- 
dian children  in  the  opening  move  of  the 
drive. 

It  has  yet  to  be  established  that  even 
the  suspended  supplies  south  of  the  border 
had  any  relationship  whatever  to  the  new 
polio  cases  recorded  there  after  the  vac- 
cinations began.  Until  that  is  sifted  most 
people  will  1 >c  prepared  to  keep  an  open 
mind.  The  promise  of  relief  through  the 
new  discovery  appears  too  soundly  based 
to  go  down  at  this  unexpected  first  hurdle. 


Who’s  Going  To  Do  It? 


DURING  a recent  discussion  by  the 
senior  Chamber  of  Commerce  about 
Victoria’s  parking  problems  and  possible 
solutions  thereto,  one  of  the  directors 
who  is  also  an  alderman  is  reported  to 
have  made  this  somewhat  reveuiing  state- 
ment: “The  council  is  quite  cognizant  that 
something  must  be  done.  They’re  just 
waiting  for  someone  to  engineer  it.  That 
pretty  well  sums  up  the  prevailing  im- 
pression of  dilatoriness  on  the  part  of  the 
present  council  in  this  and  other  matters 
long  needing  positive  attention. 

From  time  to  time  the  council,  without 
much  sign  of  enthusiasm,  has  appeared 
to  be  on  the  verge  of  doing  something  at 
last  but  never  seems  able  to  pluck  up  the 
courage.  It  appears  to  be  preoccupied 
with  a search  for  things  it  cant  or  won  t 
do.  to  the  point  where  one  begins  to  won- 
der if  the  council  perhaps  enjoys  feeling 
frustrated.  In  the  matter  of  parking  im- 
provements there  is  nothing  to  prevent 
the  council  with  the  aid  of  its  own  special- 
ists getting  down  to  cases  if  it  had  the 
will  to  face  the  issue;  but  its  accomplish- 
ments to  date  could  be  written  on  the 
bark  of  a postage  stamp  with  a blunt 
crayon. 


Like  a lot  of  other  things  pressing  for 
attention  in  Victoria,  this  is  a problem 
that  won’t  go  a Way  if  the  council  turns 
its  back.  In  fact  next  time  the  council 
turns  around  it  can  only  find  that  the 
problem  has  grown  some  more,  because 
tha*  Is  inevitable  at  the  rate  at  which  the 
car  population  is  growing,  with  downtown 
traffic  doubled  in  volume  in  five  years. 
This  and  preceding  councils  have  been 
running  a sort  of  relay  race  with  the 
parking  issue  for  years  hut  with  this  dif- 
ference: that  each  time  the  stick  Is  passed 
no  one  is  any  farther  ahead.  Cognizance 
that  “something  must  be  done"  is  not 
worth  much  if  nothin*  ever  is  done. 

This  is  not  hy  any  means  the  only  in- 
stance of  inertia  and  surrender  the  mo- 
ment some  difficulty,  real  or  imagined, 
appears.  The  council  was  going  to  ‘do 
something”  about  modernizing  the  gar- 
bage disposal  svstem.  Whatever  became 
of  that?  To  be  blunt  about  this  council’s 
record,  anyone  interested  in  the  progress 
and  development  of  the  city  is  entitled  to 
ask  what  of  a concrete  nature  has  been 
done  about  anything.  The  city  can  never 
get  far  under  an  administration  that  re- 
treats from  any  issue  that  involves  mak- 
ing a decision  and  going  ahead  with  it. 


RCAF  Growth 


THIS  being  the  air  rfge  there  should  he 
no  surprise  in  the  disclosure  that  for 
the  first  time  in  Canadian  history  Ihe  air 
force  Is  more  numerous  than  the  army. 
According  to  an  official  Ottawa  repoi  t 
this  week  RCAF  strength  at  the  end  of 
last  month  was  placed  at  49.461.  whereas 
army  personnel  totaled  49,409.  The  navy, 
necessarily  of  smaller  physical  compass 
in  the  Canadian  scheme  of  defense,  had 
19,207  men  in  uniform.  These  figures  em- 
phasize the  Increasing  role  of  air  power, 
now  acknowledged  to  be  a dominant  fac- 
tor in  war  and  therefore  also  in  peacetime 
defensive  preparations. 

No  one  can  predict  with  certainty  the 
course  of  any  armed  conflict,  particularly 
when  it  spreads  into  global  proportions. 
Normally  one  thinks  of  huge  armies  in  the 
field  simply  because  of  past  experience, 
and  large-scale  ground  forces  are  still 
something  that  cannot  be  left  out  of  the 
reckoning.  Nevertheless  aerial  activity  is 
now  the  crucial  problem  for  most  nations, 
and  with  a large  northern  frontier  to  pro-

tect  obviously  this  should  be  a prior  con- 
sideration as  far  as  Canada  is  concerned. 
Even  navies  are  conjoined  in  the  aerial 
sphere,  so  that  the  stage  has  been  reached 
where  the  capital  ship  of  all  fleets  is  now' 
the  aircraft  carrier. 

It  Is  perhaps  fortunate  therefore  that 
Canadian  youth  is  so  definitely  air-minded, 
and  as  the  latest  figures  seem  to  attest 
the  RCAF  does  not  have  too  much  trouble 
in  filling  its  ranks.  The  air  force  program 
of  Canada  is  modest  hy  comparison  with 
some  of  its  NATO  allies,  and  there  may 
tie  some  doubt  as  to  whether  in  the  pro- 
vision of  aircraft  the  best  use  is  being 
made  of  defense  funds,  but  willy-nilly  it 
Is  forging  to  the  fore.  There  will  be  no 
heart  burning  among  the  other  services  at 
the  numerical  supremacy  attained  for  the 
Hist  time  by  the  air  force,  for  all  three 
branches  are  comrades  in  action  and  de- 
pendent one  on  the  other.  In  fact  only 
when  air  power  is  assembled  in  proper 
degree  can  the  navy  and  the  army  func- 
tion to  their  own  best  advantage.  .

It  la  possible  that  possession 
of  Quemoy  and  the  Matsu*  would  be  yielded, 
while  the  Nationalists  scream  Just  aa  the 
South  Koreans  streamed  over  stopping  their 
war  without  retaking  North  Korea. 

Secondly,  the  United  States  would  be  work- 
ing for  a far  more  secure  Formosa  than  exists 
at  present  by  establishing  a permanent  military 
base  of  her  own  on  the  island.

Although  channelled  equitably 
It  might  have  a better  chance  of  ac-  ] 
compllshment  than  by  the  methods 
employed,  according  to  the  facts,  by 
our  cousins  below  the  boundary  At 
Umei  In  the  past.

When  the  United  State*  declared 
war  on  Britain  in  1812  the  annexa- 
tion of  Canada  was  the  principal 
motive.  We  know  what  took  plate 
during  the  several  campaign*  on 
Canadian  soil  before  the  Treaty  of 
Ghent  was  signed  In  181 1.  One  also 
beard,  as  a boy.  what  took  place  tie- 
fore  the  boundary -was  drawm  be- 
tween Maine  and  New  Brunswick. 

• at  a much  later  date.  Although  the 
King  of  The  Netherlands  had  given 
Maine  liberally  of  the  disputed  land, 
lt«  governor  was  not  satisfied. 

On  this  coast  there  wa*  no  reason 
to  doubt  the  *'54.  10  nr  fight"  slogan 
was  meant  when  Ihe  U.S,  claimed 
ownership  of  everything  "between 
Lower  California  and  the  Alaska 
Panhandle,  Nor  can  we  forget  a con- 
tention which  could  have  provoked 
war  ill  was  mentioned!  when  the 
I’ft.  claimed  jurisdiction  over  Ihe 
North  Pacific  because  the  fur  seal 
which  passed  through  its  waters 
were  bred  on  certain  island*  pur- 
chased from  Russia. 

There  were  also,  we  heard  old 
timers  hereabouts  relate,  occasions 
When  some  transients  from  the  south 
were  not  averse  to  expressing  them- 
selves about  the  possibilities  of  cre- 
ating opportunities  that  might  bring 
about  the  annexation  of  British 
Columbia,  all  voiced  probably  for  the 
same  reason  that  some  well  meaning 
mortals  would  today  like  to  bring 
about  union— the  great  natural  assets 
of  the  Canadian  land.

One  can  remember  when  the  US 
had  one  real  opportunity  of  wooing 
Canada  Into  union.  That  was  In  the 
late  1890s.

It  was 
freely  predicted  thi*  would  make  for 
unity;  hut  Instead  of  welcoming  the 
Canadian  offer  the  McKinley  Bill 
made  the  tariffs  higher,  when  the 
Liberals  Inaugurated  preferential 
trade  with  Britain. 

• We  might  also  point  out.  as  our 
history  book*  tell  us.  that  Canada 
owes  her  existence  to  Britain;  and  it 
Is  quite  possible  historian*,  chronicl- 
ing the  facts,  will  credit  Britain  with 
enabling  the  U,S.  to  survive  two  great 
wars  when  she  staked  her  all  while 
Uncle  Sam  was  thinking  of  acting. 
What  would  have  been  the  score  If 
a German  *uh  hadn't  foolishly  tor- 
pedoed a Cunarder  or  the  Japanese 
bombed  Pearl  Harbor? 

- In  the  meantime,  some  million*  of 
Canadians,  by  hlrth  and  descent,  are 
good  citizens  of  the  U.S.  For  • long 
time  they  have  been  welcome  In  a 
I land  w-e  all  hope  will  continue  to

First,  the 
US  is  far  the  biggest  and  wealthiest 
nation  .in  the  Western  Hemisphere, 
set-ond.  in  the  event  of  war  it  l*  the 
PS.  the  enemy  must  defeat  to  win, 
not  Canada  Ir  is  our  physical  con- 
nection with  the  United  State*  that 
makes  us  vulnerable.

Right  hark  to 
1914  or  19.19  when  Individual  nation* 
ran  their  own  military’  shows  at  vast 
cost  but  with  no  unified  International 
and  irranediately  ready  force  which 
is  the  only  hope  of  stopping  serious 
aggression.
